I hereby ask for the release of that document, *23, In full and 
without any deletions, under FOIA/PA, as well as for any and all other references 
to me. 

In going over the documents which you have furnished, I a® outraged at the number 
and extent of the delations. It Is certainly not within either the spirit or the 
letter of the Constitution that urmaoed and secret sources should bo allowed to 
siake statement* of any character whatsoever which are to be Incorporated Into an 
official file oo any citizen of the United States and that the origin of such 
suteeents should bt concealed froa the subject. Particularly a® I outraged that 
any agency of government, which ay taxes help support, should net only condone but 
should aid and that such s practice. This Is biting the hand that feeds you. 

If I as an Individual have anything to say about anyone. I do net nood assurance 
that ay Identity will not be revealed to that person; rather would I face M« 
and state « */ knowledge. Opinions aay not bo based on fact, shay are often basad 
on prejudice. Govemwsnt files on any citizen, if necessary at all, should be 
confined solely to fact, not hearsay » not e^falon, and definitely not on an 
exa»1 nation of Ms trash.
